Sisters and the Public 
School Child” topic that suggests 
wide range possible subjects for dis- 
cussion.* order limit the field, let 
understood that “public school child” 
here means the Catholic child attending 
the public school while the term “teaching 
Sisters” embraces every Sister whose im- 
mediate work the Catholic parish school, 
high school, academy, college. Further 
limitation the general topic confines the 
discussion three main points; namely, 
the objective obtained teaching 
religion public school children, the 
method used attaining the objec- 
tive, and lastly specific suggestions for the 
more than 75,000 teaching Sisters the 
United States help the Confraternity 
Christian Doctrine bringing the truth 
Christ the more than 2,000,000 under- 
privileged Catholic elementary school 
children and the more than 1,400,000 
underprivileged Catholic high school stu- 
dents throughout our land. 


Teach Religion for Life 
Visualizing the goal. through labyrin- 
thine details necessity; high vision, 
lofty ideals, and deep insight into the 
philosophical principles underlying 
work are requirements for effective action. 
see right through the problem, the 
teacher religion should frequently throw 
herself such questions these: 
consider this task instructing the public 
school child imposition useless task? 
endeavor lead each child 
express concretely the truths his reli- 
gion his everyday life? 
“root” every lesson religion that

teach Christ? prayerful ponder- 
ing such questions brings light 
the fact that the objective teaching 
religion Catholic children attending 
public schools the same the objective 
teaching religion Catholic children 
attending Catholic schools. Contrary the 
notion, times implied actions, the 
objective not merely the cramming into 
the heads the less privileged children 
the Church the knowledge necessary 
for the reception First Holy Communion 
confirmation; neither the objective 
more per week questioning class 
catechism hearing prayers. 

The imparting knowledge and the 
putting time teaching (?) class 
gain their proper significance when evalu- 
ated relation the objective that 
expressed, not terms pages memorized 
nor minutes spent catechizing, but 
terms pupils. Parenthetically may 
said that many our efforts teaching 
religion are fruitless because use the 
course study the end and not 
the means. Rather, the content the 
religion course should get cer- 
tain results the child—a real trans- 
formation. Expressed simply our general 
objective should lead the child 
know God, love God, with special 
emphasis love, and serve God. With 
clear knowledge and with unselfish love 
comes wholehearted service. With the in- 
tellect and the heart finding their proper 
objects truth and love comes the will 
for God, the willingness conform all 
human actions divine truth. And when 
have that, consistently and constantly, 
have saint the making. Pope Pius 
expressed this same thought this 
way: “The true Christian, product 
Christian education, the supernatural 
man who thinks, judges, and acts con- 


stantly and consistently accordance with 
right reason illumined the supernatural 
light the example and teaching 
Christ.” This definition the true Chris- 
tian expressed the late Holy Father 
worthy meditation and study. gives 
both the norm which the supernatural 
man may measured and also the in- 
spiration means used reach that norm. 
terms pupils then the objective aims 
producing saints. But, like every art, the 
art sanctity means self-expression; 
this case the concrete self-expression 
vital Catholicity the part pupils and 
teacher alike. 

realize that seem idealistic but 
one thing must remembered: our aim 
whether teach only one child class 
30; whether teach religion every 
day well-appointed classroom only 
once twice week after school hours 
little shanty the railroad the 
sacristy some little church tucked away 
among the hills. Dealing with soul-stuff, 
touch the infinite and reach far into 
eternity while forming future citizens 
the Kingdom God. 


Talk the Pupil’s Language 

Were asked give one word 
advice teachers religion methods 
would say: Clear. This order 
clear may enshrouded mystery itself, 
shall try clarify what mean 
when say “Be Clear.” 

Have definite plan about your 
work. You know your objective, help 
these particular children save their im- 
mortal souls among their daily circum- 
stances living. Now sit down and plan 
prayerfully and thoughtfully how best you 
can accomplish that aim. Knowledge 
the children you instruct primary 
requisite planning. easy expect 
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too much from public school children. With 
Christlike forbearance consider their back- 
ground. many cases boys and girls, 
even though the upper grades, are learn- 
ing about God for the first time when they 
you. religious instruction the 
past may have been such 
affair that very little transformation has 
taken place. Therefore, know the children 
whom you are instructing; study them 
carefully without prejudice, pharisaical 
surprise, reproach; then plan securely 
and effectively. With your pupils 
starting point, just they are, strike out 
for the end mind; namely, the co- 
ordination their thoughts, their words, 
and their deeds, until they conform con- 
stantly and consistently with divine Truth. 

addition planning one’s method 
transforming children this world into 
true and faithful children God, 
necessary base the new lesson religion 
what the children already know. The 
realization that there tie-up between 
the past experiences the children, the 
lessons being taught and 
shows the importance the teacher’s hav- 
ing clear ideas herself. Much our teach- 
ing religion ineffective because 
neither have nor give clear ideas. If, 
later years, the growing child rejects reli- 
gion, too often because from the start 
was taught isolated truths superficial 
details and not the backbone doctrine 
which might gradually fix place 
new expansions. Isolated truths become 
useless memory loads. the dogmas our 
holy faith are become permanent in- 
fluencing powers for good, drawing the 
soul the child God, then every truth 
taught must find expression the daily 
application the truth the common- 
place experiences everyday living. Dis- 
parate, inarticulate stones will never build 
foundation for the rearing life for 
God. 

When young man danger death 
said that would have gone hell had 
died because there was priest there 
whom could confess, and when 
devout Catholic family kneels about the 
bedside dying father and lets him 
die without the last sacraments because 
they were saying the rosary instead, then 
something wrong with our teaching 
religion. For the young man question 
felt that perfect contrition could avail him 
nothing while member the Catholic 
family notified the priest their father’s 
two months’ illness, simply because they 
felt that they had fulfilled their obligation 
praying the rosary. 

You will notice that insist 
clearness both the teacher’s grasp the 
problem and the subject matter, well 
her method procedure teaching. 
third suggestion for perspicuity found 
the oft-heard advice “Use suitable lan- 
guage.” Our children from 
schools need the great truths our holy 
faith explained simple language. 
high school teacher explaining the Holy 
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Sacrifice the Mass rural religious 
vacation school third- and fourth-grade 
children, may know her matter well and 
pronounced excellent teacher her 
sophomores seniors Catholic city 
high school; whereas 
uninterrupted talk, abounding such high- 
sounding phrases offertory verse, sac- 
rifice-banquet, and sanctuary 
leave her class not only speechless, but also 
blank and thoughtless, not restless and 
distracted the point mischief. Use 
language that the class understands you 
wish clear. they not know what 
sanctuary lamp is, then talk them 
about the little red light burning near the 
altar Church tell you Jesus there. 

Too many teachers fail clear be- 
cause they take too much for granted. In- 
dignantly one teacher remarked, when told 
that certain boy the sixth grade did 
not know what Benediction the Blessed 
Sacrament was, “Every one knows what 
that is. cannot believe that has never 
heard about It. Where has been all his 
life? should know.” What children 
should know and what children know 
are two different things. 


Essentials First 


The teacher clear who connects 
everything about few central thoughts 
that organization ideas results. These 
central thoughts should stress the funda- 
mentals essential dogmas our holy 
faith. far better restrict the field 
and then deep into the material, than 
touch many details superficially, 
without sounding the depths any one 
time without co-ordinating every truth 
learned into one harmonious whole. 

Achieve clearness then systematic 
planning, using what the children know 
the foundation which build new 
work, explaining and teaching lan- 
guage that suited the age and 
condition the pupils, and lastly co- 
ordinating everything about few pivotal 
ideas, fundamental and essential, that 
naturally act centrifugal force the 
lives the pupils. Many other injunctions 
might added, but when the teacher 
knows what she after and when she has 
clear notions how achieve that which 
she sets her goal, then eventually, despite 
detours and delays, caused vacillating 
wills, some transformation aided grace 
must take place the soul, surely 
night follows day. 


Train Your Assistants 


How teaching Sisters can extend their 
influence into specific Confraternity activi- 
ties shall now considered. That teaching 
Sisters give most generously their time 
and talents instructing public school 
children year-round instruction classes 
and religious vacation schools well- 
accepted and recognized fact. However, 
good these activities are, teaching Sisters 
function most efficiently the Confra- 
ternity program when they add their 
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own efforts the work the lay catechists 
whom they have trained teach. This 
may done, for example, during the reli- 
gious vacation school, that the good 
work begun them may continued 
capable lay catechists during the schoo! 
year after the Sisters have returned 
their respective missions. 
requires unusual patience and deep un- 
derstanding multiple catechetical prob- 
lems, all which need interpretation 
the light Christian charity. 

some cases may far easier and 
may entail less work for the Sisters 
conduct the entire religious vacation school 
without lay help; granted. But that pro- 
cedure naturally curtails their power for 
doing good. Teaching Sisters 
sional teachers religion. such, they 
have peers for training Confraternity 
teachers allowing prospective catechists 
observe them teaching religion, act- 
ing the capacity critic teacher lay 
assistants during the summer school, 
conducting series lectures teach- 
ing procedures and techniques. 

Another type fruitful vacation school 
activity consists visiting the homes 
the pupils. This provides 
ters with the contact necessary 
teresting parents supervising the study 
religion the home. the same 
time mothers are instructed the saintly 
art teaching their little ones talk 
God. prolong the salutary effects 
vacation school contacts, classified 
list Catholic books for children 
all ages may distributed with the 
suggestion that this list consulted when 
looking for some appropriate Christmas 
birthday gifts. Parent-educator 
the working schedule for practicing religion 
the home, and religious articles likewise 
make suitable souvenirs the Sisters pass- 
ing by. From this may readily seen 
that teaching Sisters have unlimited possi- 
bilities campaigning for Christ ex- 
tending their interests include, not only 
the public school child, but also his parents 
and the so-called Sunday school teachers. 


Courses Catholic Schools 


Sisters teaching high schools and 
colleges can likewise further the Confra- 
ternity program training their students 
share intelligently the magisterial 
office the Church, thus preparing them 
for the problems that will confront them 
either their homes society large. 
give courses home economics, in- 
terior decorating, income budgeting, and 
the social sciences all the interests 
the homes America. That good and 
should be. However, sometimes won- 
der how that often forget 
teach our future homemakers the very 
fundamentals for the establishment 
truly Christian home. Our courses reli- 
gion, sociology, and home relations are flex- 
ible and extensive enough include topics 
such as: The characteristics the chris- 
tian home, the home school, parents 
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teachers, introducing the preschool child 
God, family prayer, teaching prayer 
the home, the integrating force religion 
the family, and leading children God 
whom they came. 

Recently while giving course lec- 
tures parent-educators, young mother 
wanted know why she had not been 
told how teach the Sign the Cross 
little ones while she was attending Cath- 
olic high school. “Sister,” she said, went 
Catholic school years and one 
ever told that mother should take the 
hand her prattling babe and lead 
gently making the large Sign the 
Cross.” Another interpolated: took in- 
structions and went Catholic school two 
years but did not know that mothers 
should help their children study religion. 
glad that Joey only the first grade. 
shall not have too much make up.” 
Teach the young people how teach reli- 
gion the home and Confraternity 
classes; encourage them practice their 
younger brothers and sisters nieces and 
nephews; let them report you their 
experiences and reactions; build 
alert, keenly conscious, Confraternity- 
minded student body and then the oft- 
heard question “What the Confraternity 
Christian Doctrine? never heard 
before” will longer asked and the 
Catholic Church will have intelligent, 
well-trained laity carry out its mission 
make disciples all men for Christ. 

Yes, Sisters, colossal task that 
visualize for ourselves today. However, 
members the 152,159 professed Sisters 
the United States whom more than 
75,000 are teaching Sisters, are

help bring the Gospel Christ into 
the public school child’s life. That can 
done admits doubt; providing, 
course, that are convinced the su- 
preme importance the task.

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ically, according the figures given 
the 1941 Catholic Directory, would mean 
that every teaching Sister the United 
States religion instructor average 
public grade school children year. 
Practically, however, the problem not 
readily dispensed with there are 
factors involved that demand untold mis- 
sionary zeal, apostolic vision, and heroic 
sacrifice the part all Catholics labor- 
ing under the leadership their Bishops 
and priests. 


Plan and Work and Pray 


have idealized; now let come 
this dream world for Christ 
come true? hard prosaic language 
spells prayer and work; study and prepa- 
ration. But study and preparation and work 
without study self 
tion are futile any soul endeavor. What 
are our own lives outscreams far 
what say. Our deeds shout our con- 
victions such loud tones that our words 
are silenced ’ere they fall from our lips. 
the words St. Chrysostum: “Words 
would not necessary all our own 
lives illuminated the world with the light 
Christocrat self order the better 
form Christ the souls others; know 
the Confraternity and its far-reaching 
fields; study its programs, national, dioc- 
esan, and local; and lastly, take the public 
school child close your hearts and throw 
yourselves into the work wholeheartedly, 
disinterestedly, the name Christ, 
who came bring fire the earth and 
who relies enkindle the flame 
His love the hearts little children 
unable come Him through the Cath- 
olic school. Your reaction: Lord that 
may see. Your resolution: 
whithersoever goes. Your strength: the 
Christ Palestine, trudging the hillsides 
and byways quest souls. 


Little Radio Fans

rather assertive condemnation 
children’s radio programs coming 
from parents has always made wonder 
why children like such programs enough 
want listen them despite the 
ridicule parents give them. There are many 
mothers who are concerned, but millions 
who not understand the influence that 
these programs are having their little 
ones. The radio part today’s living, 
but the use certainly source 
contention the home, especially con- 
cerns little children. 

Criticisms returned the school be- 
cause teachers are not cultivating 
selective taste need ironed out. How- 


ever, many the radio programs for the 
schoolroom require certain amount 
mental discipline. The programs are not 
exciting. They haven’t the immediate emo- 
tional appeal that some the sponsored 
programs have, even though the one 
educational and the other recreational. 
Many times educational programs are tire- 
some and artificial. The lessons they are 
attempting teach are too obvious. There 
are few programs suitable for little chil- 
dren, either school out school. Yet 
the little children listen almost much 
10- 12-year-olds. Many educators 
fear little children. Their preparations are 
too stilted attempts come down 


their level. Children are quick detect 
that attitude. Strange say women nar- 
rators are the worst offenders and one 
would think that they would the more 
understanding. Men have the greatest ap- 
peal over the radio for little children. 
Children love showmanship and when the 
lessons are hidden the acting, they 
will search for untiringly. obvious, 
the children are bored. 

Children dislike learning that seems 
obviously artificial. They learn through 
drama and participation. broadcast is, 
after all, artificial situation and won- 
der whether approved program must 
based what feel children need despite 
the evidences they give their choice. 


What Children Like and Why 


There are radios available every child 
and the dial known heart. The in- 
fluence that inferior programs are having 
little children astounding. The radio 
now part everyday living and the 
problem now becomes one guidance and 
selection. would revelation par- 
ents hear group little children ex- 
pressing themselves about their radio 
preferences. could face the fact that 
children prefer humor, mysteries, melo- 
drama, and music the radio and rec- 
ognize that this condition represents certain 
needs, perhaps could discover 
healthier plan satisfy them better 
presentations. sufficient for the child 
that likes such programs. Parents and 
teachers should realize that the fantasies 
that these programs create have some value 
despite the emotional element. merely 
disapprove children’s preferences 
will not convince them that these programs 
are inferior. might confirm their sus- 
picions that our judgment lacking, espe- 
cially since haven’t available programs 
substitute during their listening hours. 
could analyze what they are finding 
desirable these programs, and plan 
ways guide these desires toward better 
presentations could long way to- 
ward improving sponsored well sus- 
tained programs. 

The more read, the more feel that 
the problem constructing children’s 
program that will elevating, vivid, per- 
suasive, and convincing tremendous 
task. Producers all but elevate chil- 
dren’s tastes, and they would that 
child could discriminate. But one can- 
not expect child six seven able 
discriminate. Producers are unfair 
our little children. 

have made record for each child 
the first grade his preferences for radio 
programs. The results prove that even 
tiny child daily listener. the time, 
found that per cent were listening 
Charlie McCarthy per cent 
Jack Benny; per cent Fibber McGee; 
per cent Quiz Kids; per cent 
Information Please; per cent Wayne 
King; per cent Jack Armstrong; 
per cent Tom Mix; per cent 
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Lone Ranger; per cent Gangbusters; 
per cent Captain Midnight; per 
cent Jolly Joe. 

course, the children listen the 
adult programs for the 
the family. But the hour from five o’clock 
six o’clock definitely theirs. They are 
quick learn catch phrases which are 
certainly not elevating. 

Jolly Joe the only real program for 
little children the list. meets the 
approval both the parents and teachers 
but the time element not convenient for 
all the children. heard such comments 
as: 

“The boys beat the dressing race 
belt buckle this morning.” 

“We had give our grandmothers 
special hug this morning.” 

usually the first one have 
hand when the race over.” 

“Did you get your pencil from him yet?” 
“The slogan for this week 
truth Jolly Joe. His songs, 
slogans and dressing races are tremen- 

dously influential, never artificial. 

few years ago there was another pro- 
gram designed for little children during 
that five six hour. was filled with 
stories about fairies, giants, and brownies 
that children love and yet not one child 
liked the program. The stories contained 
the same characterizations that children 
love but belief that the lady who 
presented them was too dramatic and 
created artificial setting the stories. 
The children longer lived but rather 
laughed it. This overdramatic element 
made the children consider program 
for little “kids” and not for big six-year- 


olds. That same criticism holds true for 


many our educational programs for 
little children. 

Children like audible background for 
everything that they do. One morning be- 
fore school began, one the children 


dialed setting-up exercise. Most them 


laughed first and then quite suddenly 
they began follow. was astounding 
see how well they understood directions. 
(I’m quite sure that they would not fol- 
low directions easily.) For almost 
week they dialed this same program 
exactly the right time. Yet child the 
group could tell time. For those who did 
not care follow, the radio served 
pleasant undertone their activities dur- 
ing these few minutes. The desire for that 
program made these six-year-old children 
take all the details for its reception, 
hands the clock, dial, and the recogni- 
tion the conductor’s voice. 

The Lone Ranger, Tom Mix, Gang- 
busters, and Jack Armstrong programs are 
temptation little ones despite parental 
prohibitions. know their demerits for 
little ones but let consider their merits. 
The William Tell Overture the Lone 
Ranger them. They thrill its rhythm. 
read story the first-grade science 
reader about the Big Dipper. One little boy 
cried, 
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“Oh, know that. And can find 
the sky. This star (pointing the correct 
star) points the North Star. Rangers 
tell directions that star when they are 
lost and are afraid wolves and other wild 
animals.” 

Another day someone found picture 
snake. 

“This snake like the one that 
Silver shyed from last night. don’t 
know whether poisonous snake 
not, but had it, and fangs, 
too.” 

both cases the children had very 
clear mental picture the objects. I’m 
not advocating listening the Lone 
Ranger Jack Armstrong but certainly 
our educational broadcasts could learn the 
same psychology and temper the emo- 
tional element. 

for the sponsors, read The 
Psychology the Radio, Cantril, that 
one sponsor invested $70,861 one year 
for children’s program and 10,000,000 
wrappers were sent in, increasing their 
yearly sales $506,250. Children have 
natural desire for trinkets and the insist- 
ance announcer, incompleteness 
story, and the authority his voice 
create desire obey immediately. Hence 
child eats his cereal, takes his cod-liver 
oil, etc., for the Junior Police Star, the 
Tom Mix telescope, the ring, and the like. 
After weeks waiting really believe that 
children are becoming skeptical about the 
sponsors. They are trusting until they are 
fooled too often. 


Objections Radio Programs for 
Children 

Overstimulation. criticism un- 
doubtedly justified. What should done 
about it? The children love the emotion 
and the noise and they are too young 
realize its dangers. Even severe nightmares 
fail convince the child that such pro- 
grams are not for him. 

Poor Content. This especially true 
the programs that make point 
attract little children their offerings. 

Too Vulgar. 

Poor Language. Nothing seems more 
pitiful than hear little children race 
around the playground shooting im- 
aginary gun imaginary gangster and 
using the language the underworld. 

Imitative Qualities. For while last year 
the girls were Bonnie Bakers. Their imi- 
tations were surprising. The inference 
parts the songs was imitated perfectly 
even the sigh. Somehow little children 
lose their childlike qualities such times. 
The little boy Tom Mix, Jack 
Armstrong. Time and again hear them 
talking their friends, 

“Stick up.” 

mow down.” 

conclusion that even though the 
primary motive diversion, the radio pre- 
sents information and little children listen 
programs that are not intended for 
them because they have few their 
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own. Certainly the health habits the 
children have improved. The teeth and 
fingernails are much better. Children are 
able take directions games, take 
part simple dramatizations with more 
poise than few years ago. The radio 
stimulates their ego and tends influence 
their social intercourse and manners. With 
time and training evaluations, the chil- 
dren will become more discriminating and 
when they refuse send their box 
covers and dimes then the sponsors will 
change their programs suit their tastes 
feel that sponsors are more alert 
their tastes than educators are. Child 
psychology well training plays 
great part the attempt elevate chil- 
dren’s tastes. can’t begin with all the 
objections. must work with one 
time and each case substitute ap- 
preciation. Then the undésirable elements 
will lose some their appeal and the 
listening inferior programs will not 
continuous. 


Appreciations 


Appreciation growth love and 
understanding. Music excellent start 
appreciation development. Children en- 
joy the rhythm popular music. Perhaps 
safe say that the rhythm the 
only part that they enjoy. Certainly the 
words are not for their ears. Everyone, 
young old, more less conscious that 
the music hears arousing certain 
moods. Therefore, enjoyments and appre- 
ciations are different. Enjoyment depends 
some degree our response rhyth- 
mic pulsations. With that foundation in- 
herent most children, couldn’t 
and develop appreciations? children are 
dragged into classical music beyond them 
they may form dislikes. They 
introduced slowly, appealing their sense 
rhythm and their understandings. There 
good music that appeals the emo- 
tions: containing rhythm and balance 
instrumentation. Ballets and folk dances 
interest little ones. restrict their 
earliest experiences with music that 
which they are most alert and continue 
through the years cannot fail de- 
velop appreciations. 

Walter Damrosch does this— but the 
results depend upon consecutive listening 
the broadcasts and somewhat the 
use his books. The program requires 
little more mental discipline than all the 
children are capable giving all the 
receptions. Since his voice that 
Easterner, his words are not easily under- 


stood children other parts the 


country. However, majority the chil- 
dren love the program and real music 
appreciations creep in. But first-grade 
teacher starts the music-appreciation series 
and the second-grade teacher not 
interested music, the children are likely 
become merely passive listeners.

Lying: Its Causes and Its Cures 
Brother George, M.A. 


LIE alter the truth what 
think the truth, with the in- 
possible verify the exactness child’s 
words, not always easy know 
whether has made misstatements with 
the intention deceiving has made 
mistake. Diverse obstacles may, fact, 
prevent him from expressing the truth, and 
necessary take them into account 
when want judge whether 
guilty lying. Here are few causes 
children’s erroneous statements: 


Causes Errors 


Defective control images. The child 
has little experience life; sometimes 
difficult for him distinguish the “im- 
agined” facts from real situation; 
and strongly inclined mistake 
his imaginations for objective realities, 
may relate imaginary facts with the same 
enthusiastic conviction and sincerity 
actual happenings. 

Extreme sensitiveness makes him employ 
often affective sense words which, 
for adult, would express mere asser- 
tion fact. The word “no” that utters 
when asked whether has com- 
mitted fault, means sometimes 
thought: “No, don’t want have done 

Great suggestibility causes him answer 
easily “yes” “no” according the hint 
the question. 

Defects speech render the expression 


his thought very vague and confused. 

spite these obstacles which often 
prevent him from expressing the truth, one 
can say that, nature, the child frank 
and sincere. says all that thinks, and 
relates, even his detriment sometimes, 
what has done what has seen 
being done. this need that has, 
say everything, which accounts for the 
indiscretions “terrible children,” and 
even for the “tales” apparent 

Why are lies frequent among children, 
certain circumstances? The cause may 
traced sometimes the bad examples 
their environment, and the awkward- 
ness some teachers. 


Bad Example Fatal 


The child keen observer men and 
events; looks, compares, examines, lis- 
tens, and soon discovers that truth not 
respected enough around him. Very often, 
told his father advise unwanted 
visitors that: “Mr. isn’t home!” other 
times, witnesses the most courteous re- 
ception given people who, few hours 
before, were bitterly criticized, sarcastically 
ridiculed, perhaps burned effigy. One 
day has skipped school. The mother 
soon makes excuse shield him 
from dire punishment and writes the 
teacher that: “The child has been sick.” 
Some other time, while playing the 
parlor, breaks costly vase. broke 
this thing?” asks the father wrath. 
did,” replies the mother draw down upon 


herself the bad humor her husband and 
save the boy from hearty shake-up. 

If, addition these parental 
ing” models truthfulness, the child sees 
some more cases dissimulation the 
person his teacher school, what will 
do? sees the latter deal with lies 
amuse himself get out scrape; 
sees him try deceive visitors and 
inspectors whispering signaling an- 
that the weakest students may copy from 
the best; hears the master make 
promises that are repudiated later; what 
will think all? What esteem can 
have for truth, loyalty, and honesty after 
that? 

Numerous examples could picked out 
which seem indicate that many teachers 
and parents show the children that lies 
are allowed certain cases, that they are 
very convenient and easy way getting 
out trouble. The youngsters are first 
scandalized, even those conventional 
“formulas politeness” which one 
gently dismisses somebody without deceiv- 
ing anyone. Then, they are great 
imitators, they soon tell lies themselves, 
timidly first, later, with shameless 
pluck that defies all scrutiny. 

Certain teachers are also guilty an- 
other sad education falsehood. They 
abuse the simple credulity children 
deceive them and laugh them afterward. 
This infallible means rendering 
children distrustful and deceitful. 


Methods Psychologically Wrong 


ask accused child who telling 
the truth: “Is that entirely true? Aren’t 
you telling lies?” suggest him that 
could easily have said something con- 
trary truthfulness. the next occasion, 
will not strongly tempted resort 
lies? 

Another teacher will absolutely want 
avowal guilt from child that sus- 
pects, and will tell him: don’t lie! 
know perfectly well that you are not tell- 
ing the truth, and want you admit 
your fault.” knows that the boy 
guilty, why question him and tempt him 
tell lies? does not know it, then, 
trying find that out telling 
lie himself, which strange method in- 
deed. Moreover, dangerous that the 
child should accuse himself something 
that did not do, hopes, thus, 
escape punishment. 

desk has been damaged, ink spilled 
the floor: “Peter, did you that?” 
yells the teacher tone which fore- 
bodes terrible reprisal. didn’t 
it!” will answer the frightened child, some- 
times even without reflecting. And thus, 
undue severity, the teacher may make 
liars out good boys who, treated with 
proper kindness, would have remained 
frank and open. 

any case, the pupil may tell lies 
for the following motives: 
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Through fear. has committed 
fault the consequences which seem 
appalling him, quickly uses lies 
shield against scoldings and penances. 

Through interest. wants secure 
favor coveted object, flatters 
his parents, his teachers, his comrades; 
talks contrary his mind and makes 
promises that has wish keep. 
obtain certain privileges, destroy 
impediment his plans, avoid pain- 
ful task, uses cunning, ruse, wiles, lies; 
disfigures the real facts and exaggerates 
things. 

Through vanity. secure the esteem 
others, the child will display feelings 
that does not possess, sentiments that 
are not his heart. attributes him- 
self imaginary qualities, relates and em- 
phasizes “heroic” deeds that, sometimes, 
never performed. 

Through wants keep 
friend out trouble, help him 
secure reward; and pleads for 
vehemently, exaggerating, disfiguring, 
inventing will. 

Through mere childishness. Just 
amuse astonish his comrades, relates 
them incidents that took place only 
his imagination. render his stories more 
striking interesting, embellishes the 
details and glorifies common occurrences. 

Through wickedness. This case the 
most odious; happily, the rarest. 
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discredit comrade who arouses his jeal- 
ousy, avenge failure rebuff, the 
liar depreciates the good qualities the 
one who assailed his may 
even calumniate him grievously. 


The Remedy for Lies 


matter what motive the source 
lies, the latter must punished merci- 
lessly; for, the habit lying easy 
contract, develops quickly, cor- 
rected with difficulty, and may have 
grievous consequences. matter fact, 
leads dishonesty, the meanest vices, 
even sacrilegious confessions and Com- 
munions. must then extremely 
vigilant preserve our pupils from this 
habit and correct those that may have 
developed it. 

models sincerity and frankness. Our 
promises and contracts must all ful- 
filled the last dot. ever make 
mistake, would not hurt our reputation 
simply admit frankly, instead 
trying cover with lie. This act 
humility would only increase the con- 
fidence that our boys will have our 
words. 

inspire them with the love truth- 
fulness and the horror the opposite vice, 
must often praise highly absolute frank- 
ness and brand hypocrisy with the most 
despicable terms. must recall them 
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that God truth itself, that truthful pupils 
are therefore the images God, whereas 
liars resemble the devil, the father lies. 

From human standpoint, can em- 
phasize the fact that, society, frank, 
honest, and truthful men are 
esteemed, and liars are greatly scorned; 
nay, the latter are never believed, even 
when they tell the truth swear it. 

reward frank boys with marks 
esteem and confidence good method; 
believe them without questioning en- 
courages them continue this way. 
doubt openly the truthfulness child, 
without due reason humble him 
deeply. have certainty being 
deceived, should accept his words with- 
out suspicion; the child malicious 
sinner, will try hard worthy 
the good opinion have him. 

Lastly, supernatural thoughts are very 
effective here also. The thought that our 
Lord displeased his lies, that every one 
them contributed make Him suffer 
during His Passion, that himself will 


his heaven will not happy account 
them, that the truth will known 
the whole world the last judgment any- 
how, are many lights with which the 
intellect can move the will greater 
sincerity, until the boy may deserve the 
praise our Lord Nathanael:

Mathematics the Commercial Course 


the past quarter 
century there has been much 
controversy over what should included 
course commercial mathematics. 
1934, large group office managers 
rated such course second among prac- 
tical commercial Yet, many 
places, course this kind has fallen into 
disrepute, with the result that fewer schools 
are offering it. The first term course 
commercial mathematics usually consists 
repeating the elementary schoolwork 
addition, subtraction, multiplication, 
division, and common and decimal frac- 
tions. such repetition the student’s in- 
terest seldom challenged, and often the 
course waste time.* 


Teach Business Vocabulary 


The content the course commercial 
mathematics, now taught most 
schools, has scientific reason for exist- 
ence, since not known, yet, how 
closely this subject matter satisfies the 
needs the business world. Moreover,

Vocational useful- 
ness, this investigation, means the prepa- 
ration the pupil, through course 
mathematics, for efficient business life. 


Social and Vocational Utility 


The two major bases for this validation, 


therefore, were social and vocational utility. 
Specifically, the writer has set separate 
and independent criteria determine 
“usefulness.” One the six criteria 
concerned with validation for social utility, 
and the remaining five criteria are con- 
cerned with validation for vocational utility. 
Thus, for any mathematical item 
finally validated, must have satisfied 
either the one criterion for social utility, 
two the five criteria for vocational 
utility. 

The following steps comprised the pro- 
cedure: (1) the preparation check 
list mathematical items taken from 
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textbooks commercial mathematics; (2) 
the analysis, for mathematical items, 
theses, textbooks, civil-service exami- 
nations, 155 pieces 
literature nationally known business- 
machine companies, one year’s issue 
each national trade journals, and the 
answers certified public accountants; 
(3) the preparation the necessary tables; 
(4) the organization and presentation 
data under three categories; namely, 
Accounting and Bookkeeping Items, 
Banking and Investment Items, and 
Graphic Items; (5) the enumeration 
items found each the six sources; 
(6) the determination the composite 
rank each item from the individual 
ranks which the item held each the 
six sources; (7) the validation the 
mathematical items the check list the 
application the criterion for 
utility; (8) the validation the mathe- 
matical items the check list the 
application the five criteria for voca- 
tional utility; (9) the determination 
the degrees validation the items 
the check list, when the criteria are in- 
creased beyond two; (10) the summarizing 
the findings the study; and (11) the 
drawing conclusions from the findings. 

Budgeting and simple interest were the 
only items that met the one criterion for 
social utility and the five criteria for vo- 
cational utility. 

Sixteen items met the one criterion for 
social utility and four the five criteria 
for vocational utility. They are annuities, 
assessed valuation property, assets 
business, depreciation assets, cash, 
credit, debt, income, compound interest, 
life insurance, installment buying, inven- 
tory taking, mortgage, tax rate, income 
taxes, and real estate taxes. 

Three items met the one criterion for 
social utility and three the five criteria 
for vocational utility. They are checking 
accounts, bank discount, and promissory 
notes. 

Three items met the one criterion for 
social utility and two the five criteria 
for vocational utility. These items are 
building-and-loan associations, trade ac- 
ceptance, and foreign money. 

Twenty-eight items met only four 
the five criteria for vocational utility. 
These items are accounts payable,

Twenty-three items met only two the 
five criteria for vocational utility. These 
items are amortization bonds, bank 
draft, commercial draft, sight draft, time 
draft, accident insurance, 
surance, currency denominations for pay 
roll, deficit, pensions, reserves, sales taxes, 
cash-surrender value life insurance, 
health insurance, money order, divided bar 
graph, horizontal bar graph, vertical bar 
graph, single-curve graph, several curves 
plotted one graph, broken-line graph, 
wages for overtime work, and wages for 
piecework. 

Seven items met only one the five 
criteria for vocational utility. They are 
equations accounts, duty, excise taxes, 
circle graph, pictograph, scale drawing, and 
square root. 


What Are the Essentials? 


The following conclusions were drawn 
from the study: (1) evident from de- 
grees validation that the criteria for 
validation vocational utility 
creased beyond two, many items, which 
authorities the field consider necessary, 
would have omitted from the com- 
mercial mathematics curriculum.

With 
the demands the government, the industry has greater 
facilities available than are needed produce the 1941 supply, 
and consequently greater than needed for the 1942 demand.

Maundy Thursday, Good Friday, Holy Saturday, Easter Sunday, 
and Easter Monday are included the term Eastertide. 


Maundy Thursday 


The day before Good Friday known Holy Thursday Maundy 
Thursday and commemorates Christ’s last supper and also both 
the Greek and Western Church His washing the Apostles’ feet 
that day. The word Maundy comes from the Latin word mandatum, 
command. 

the early Christian ages the chief religious rite performed 
this day was the washing the feet poor persons inferiors 
priest, noble, sovereign. The custom still practiced both the 
Roman and the Greek Church, notably Rome and Constantinople. 
the Anglican Church the custom obsolete. olden times the 
King England Maundy Thursday had brought before him 
many poor men was years old, whose feet washed with his 
own hands, and then distributed meat, clothes, and money. 

During Queen Victoria’s reign was the rule present twice 
many aged and deserving men and women there were years her 
majesty’s life, donation money known Maundy Pennies. The 
prescribed minimum age the company men and women was 
years. Maundy Pennies came the recipient fresh from the mint 
and were not milled, was expected they would not circulate. 
was not uncommon later find these royal gifts antiquarian 
shop. 

One the great sights Holy Week Jerusalem the ceremony 
performed front the Basilica the Holy Sepulcher, where the 
Greek Patriarch annually washes the feet his bishops. 

St. Peter’s Rome, the Pope washes the feet priests 
different nations. The number represents the Apostles (the traitor 
Judas having been replaced St. Mathias) and St. Paul added the 
Apostles previously chosen. Others find the reason for this number 
fact the life St. Gregory the Great. This holy pontiff each 
day washed the feet beggars. One day remarked, thirteenth 
whom one had seen enter; was angel. 

sign mourning, the bells which ring out during the Mass 
Holy Thursday remain silent till Holy Saturday. the Mass 
Holy Thursday host consecrated and carried procession 
repository side altar where remains reserved until Good Friday 
when the Mass the Presanctified takes place. 

After the Mass Holy Thursday the altars are stripped the 
missal, the cards, the linens, and other ornaments. This ceremony 
recalls the stripping which our Lord submitted was deprived 
His garments, His glory, and His friends. 


Good Friday 


The Friday Holy Week which commemorates Christ’s crucifixion 
known Good Friday, because the good things Christ gained 
for His suffering and death. was also called Long Friday, 
probably account the long fasts and offices used this day. 
the day Veneration the Cross which often elaborate 
ceremony. 

many places, this country well Europe, figure the 
dead Christ exposed Easter Sepulcher. Munich the cere- 
mony the most elaborate Europe and typical example. Here 
the figure carried procession through the interior the church 
and laid sepulcher imitation rock under the altar. The altar 
above transformed into very mountain plants 
while candles and rows tiny lamps burn the ground not unlike 
footlights, save that each burns behind small glass globe filled with 
colored liquid, green, blue, crimson, and yellow, and thus sheds soft 
beautiful radiance over the corpus. The rest the church darkened, 
save for little daylight struggling through blinded windows, and 
through the swinging doors admit the entrance and departure 
the worshipers. 

the Greek Church Good Friday evening there service 
called Epitapian, kind funeral procession memory the burial 
Christ. Crowds people carrying lighted tapers take part. 

Spain, the custom the senoras appear the streets 
funeral garb Good Friday. colors are worn. Fashionable 
ladies sit within the church doors and beg the name charity and 
earn large sums for the poor.

The Crucifixion 


The crucifixion living persons was not practiced among the 
Hebrews; capital punishment among them consisted being stoned 
death. But when Palestine became Roman territory, the cross was 
introduced form punishment, more particularly for those who 
could not prove their Roman citizenship. Later was reserved 
for thieves and malefactors. 

probable that the cross was first erected and thereafter Christ 
was elevated and nailed the cross; long rope being tied the 
arms Christ was thrown over the beam the cross and was 
partly drawn and partly raised the hands the soldiers, after 
which one the soldiers climbed ladder stood stone and 
the hands the transverse beam, and the feet the vertical 

am. 

The opinion that Christ was nailed the cross lying the ground, 
though not probable, not however condemned. Four nails 
were used crucify our Lord, nail driven into each hand and into 
each foot. 

The most ancient images always represent Christ’s feet pierced 
separately. St. Helena found the four nails. only since the 
thirteenth century that Christian art adopted the representation 
Christ the cross with one foot placed top other and then 
pierced with one nail. This conception may have originated the 
wish accentuate Christ’s suffering. According ancient writers, 
support was under the middle Christ’s body. This was 
necessary sustain the weight the body. some scenes the 
Crucifixion, rest fastened the cross under the feet our Lord. 
But there evidence this among the ancient writers. The feet 
our Lord the cross were not more than two three feet from 
the ground. 


Legends Birds 


pretty legend has that the robin, seeing our Saviour the 
cross and wishing alleviate His suffering, flew the cross and 
succeeded pecking off one thorn. But drop the Lord’s blood 
the breast the compassionate bird which dyed its feathers 
red. 

French legend connects the magpie with the robin redbreast. 
states that two birds, one very beautiful and the other ugly, came 
and perched themselves the cross when Jesus was suffering thereon. 
They were the magpie and robin. The magpie had crown feathers 
its head and tail beautiful that peacock, but was 
wicked was handsome and dared mock Christ whilst 
was suffering the cross. 

The robin was insignificant and had only dress gray feathers. 
Gently the robin wiped away the tears falling from the eyes the 
Divine Sufferer with its wings and with its beak removed thorn 
from the brow Jesus. doing so, drop Christ’s blood fell 
the throat the compassionate bird and forever dyed its feathery 

reast. 

Swallows are said have lost their gift song punishment 
for their joyous warbling, when Jesus was suffering the cross 
which time all other birds were silent. 

Russian legend accuses the sparrow bringing back the nails 
provided for the executioners which the swallows had carried off and 
when Christ was the cross, the swallow cried, “He dead” (in 
Russian, “Oumer”), while the sparrows the contrary exclaimed, 
“He alive” (in Russian, urge the tormentors 
renewed cruelties. said the legs the sparrow are fastened to- 
gether invisible bonds and therefore unable run but always 
hops. 

Christ was hanging the cross, bird moved with sorrow and 
mercy, tried pluck out the nails that pierced His sacred hands. 
hard did the little creature pull and fast were the nails embedded 
into the wood, that the beak the bird became crossed. This mark 


the bird and all her descendents carry this day, which gave them 


the name, “crossbill.” 
Longfellow has given poem this beautiful German legend. 
thus: 


the cross the dying Saviour, Heavenward lifts His eyelids calm, 
Feels but scarcely feels, trembling, His pierced and bleeding palm. 
And all the world forsaken, Sees how with zealous care, 

the ruthless nail iron, little bird striving there. 
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Stained with blood and never tiring, With its beak does not cease, 
From the cross would free the Saviour, Its Creator’s Son release. 
And the Saviour speaks mildness; “Blessed thou all the good, 
Bear token this moment, Marks blood and holy rood.” 

And that bird called the crossbill, Covered all with blood clear 
the groves pine singeth, Songs like legends, strange hear. 


Other Legends Nature 


The motif many legends describe the compassion Nature 
the moment the crucifixion. The pine tree (fir) sign mourn- 
ing, offers shade men and lives distant climes. The willow 
bends its branches downward toward the waters. The grapes the 
vine are black. The yew tree grew darker and became the guardian 
cemeteries. bees sit its poisonous blossoms and birds 
sway its branches. The iris wears veil purple. The box tree 
grows stoney, desolate, and uninhabited heights. The oak dropped 
its acorns and the fruit trees their fruit. The proud poplar alone 
remained unmoved and said “He died for sinner and the guilty. 
innocent and His suffering concern mine.” punish- 
ment for this haughtiness, the poplar ever since trembles all over, 
all other trees remain motionless summer when there wind. 

legend connected with the scourging our Lord relates that the 
soldiers hastened find switches wherewith strike Him. willow 
tree grew near and its long branches seemed suited their pur- 
pose, they took number them which they used for the cruel 
flagellation. pity was felt the heartless soldiers themselves, 
but when the tree saw the use which its slender branches had been 
put, longer held them proudly upright before, but drooped 
and shed tears. Since then has been known the Willow.” 

beautiful legend relates that Christ was hanging the cross, 
and streams blood gushed from His sacred feet, swarms flies 
came and alighted the wounds which added torment His suffer- 
ing. compassionate spider, seeing this misdeed, crawled from behind 
the cross and spun net over the wounds which protected them from 
the flies. The spider then withdrew and reward for her deed 
mercy, the Lord let appear her back, white cross which she 
proudly bears this day. 

After his denial Christ, and remembering the words his 
Master, which said unto him, “Before the cock crow, thou shalt deny 
thrice,” Peter went out and immediately repented his deed and 
shed bitter tears. Legend relates that gooseberry bushes suddenly 
grew and the berries them are the tears which Peter shed. 


The Wood the Cross 


Various legends are connected with the species, the tree which 
furnished the wood for the cross which Christ died. The apple 
tree and the fig tree, the mistletoe, the oak and the elder, the ash and 
the aspen, have turn been referred having furnished it. 

The apple tree mentioned some considered have 
been the tree the forbidden fruit which Adam had eaten Para- 
dise. Tradition has that Seth brought seed from Paradise and 
cutting the tree which sprang from the seed ultimately provided 
the cross Golgotha. 

According another tradition, the fig tree was supposed have 
borne the forbidden fruit which Adam and Eve tasted. Yet another 
tradition mentions the aspen the fatal tree because the leaves 
this tree never cease from trembling. 

Another legend relates that wild pear tree whose branches the 
right and the left were naturally the shape cross, was taken, 
but was with great difficulty that the soldiers managed drive the 
nails into the hardwood. 


The Crown Thorns 


The number thorns the crown are reputed have been 72. 
most probable that the crown thorns* placed upon the head 
our Lord was made creeping plant which grows Palestine and 
which carries the name “Spina Christi.” The stems are flexible 
and has long hard thorns. 

Germany, France, and England popularly supposed that 
the crown was woven the branches the black thorn (hawthorn) 
the wild rose whose flowers, formerly white, owe their rosy tinge 
the blood which dyed the branches they rested upon the 
Saviour’s brow. 

The Italians claim that barberry was the plant used, while the 
West Indies, the people say was the branches the cashew tree 
which formed the crown and since then its flowers bear black and 
blood-stained mark.

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The Holy Grail 


Legend relates that, before the creation Adam and Eve, God 
once forsook His throne view the earth which had newly 
created. Seeing the heavenly throne temporarily vacant, Lucifer, one 
the highest the angels, ventured seat himself the throne 
and some the angels did homage him and tendered him crown 
studded with precious gems. But this insolence was soon punished 
and Lucifer with all his adherents, were hurled headlong out 
heaven and the fall, one precious stone became detached from the 
crown and dropped down the earth unnoticed. subsequent years 
this precious stone was found descendant Adam and Eve and 
fashioned into cup. Centuries later this vessel came into the hands 
Joseph Arimathea whose house Christ kept the feast the 
Passover with His disciples. the Crucifixion soon followed the 
Last Supper, Joseph took this cup and, standing beneath the cross, 
received into few drops blood which dripped from the wounds 
the Saviour. Owing this circumstance, the vessel was called 
Sangraal Holy Grail. 


The Vera Iconica 
(The True 

There old and very beautiful tradition connected with the 
true portrait Christ. states that when Christ was carrying His 
cross Calvary and drops agony ran down His face, devout 
woman gave Him her handkerchief veil with which wipe His 
sacred brow and the cloth became miraculously impressed with 
image His face. This image became the Vera the true 
portrait Christ’s features and from the term Vera Iconica 
the name Veronica. related that later this holy relic was brought 
Rome Titus whose son Vespasian was cured from leprosy 
through its virtue. 


The Shroud Christ 


chapel adjoining the cathedral Turin, Italy, enshrined 
linen cloth which has been venerated for centuries the actual 
shroud Christ. fourteen feet length and bears two remark- 
able impressions representing the front and back human body. 

Modern science has vindicated the traditional faith the ages, 
and experiments the laboratory confirm the belief that was 
Christ who left the imprints this cloth with His true likeness 
hidden the stains till photography revealed them the world. 


The Lance 


Crucifixion itself usually did not cause immediate death. Hence 
hasten death the bones the leg were broken and the side pierced 
with lance. When the Roman soldiers arrived the Saviour’s cross, 
they saw was already dead, but, way precaution, one them 
gave our Lord the mercy stroke plunging spear into His side, 
that all doubt about death was removed. the accepted belief 
that Christ’s right side was pierced. 

Tradition tells that the lance which pierced the Saviour’s side be- 
longed the Roman Centurion, Longinus, who was suffering from 
affection the eyes, but having accidently touched them with the 
hand upon which some the Saviour’s blood had fallen, his sight 
was restored. This miracle converted Longinus and went search 
the Apostles who baptized and instructed him, Proceeding 
Cesarea, later died martyr for his faith. converted large 
number persons and cured many the sick allowing them 
touch piece the sacred lance which carried with him. 

the instigation the enraged Jews, was accused 
leaving the army without authority permission and Roman soldiers 
were sent take and judge him. was imprisoned and later 
beheaded. The soldiers put the head Longinus the end 
spear and carried Jerusalem proof that they had fulfilled 
their commission. The lance, claimed, was brought Europe 
the returning Crusaders 1098 and preserved the Church 
St. John Lateran, Rome. The sponge from which our Lord tasted the 
vinegar also preserved this church. 


Calvary 


The Latin term Calvaria and the Hebrew word Golgotha mean “The 
Skull.” The name Calvary was derived from the fact that the hill was 
imagined resemble human skull. The Calvary which Christians 
have always identified with the Calvary the Gospels, enclosed 
today within the Basilica the Holy Sepulcher Jerusalem. Recent 
writers have tried propose new site known “Gordon’s Calvary” 
the spot the crucifixion, but the latter site has historical basis 
and archeologists tell the security the present Calvary within 
the Basilica the Holy Sepulcher complete.

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The Inspired Books

NSPIRED books are books, large small, 

which have God Himself for their author. 
They are therefore full truth God’s books, 
the books produced men are the books 
their human authors. 

commonly name the inspired books 
their human authors; that is, speak 
the “Books Moses,” the “Gospel St. 
Luke,” the “Letters St. Paul.” And yet, 
not Moses St. Luke St. Paul are the 
(principal) authors, but God Himself. 
what relation are the human authors these 
books God who the prime Author? 
are not without parallel merely human 
affairs. Men who must carry extended 
correspondence, for instance the heads 
great business concerns, have their personal 
secretaries. When letter written, 
they will clearly explain the secretary 
what stated it. Then the secretary 
will set work. will careful not 
omit anything the matter pointed out 
him, put items not ordered. When 
finished the letter will read over carefully 
the director make sure that has really 
been composed according instructions. But 
when finally approved and signed, 
letter whose principal author truly the 
person who ordered written, who deter- 
mined its contents, who affixing his signa- 
ture recognized his own, and who will 
held responsible for all its statements. 

The origin Inspired Books many 
ways similar this procedure. one his 
precious Encyclicals, Providentissimus Deus, 
dated the 8th November, 1893, Pope Leo 
XIII describes what manner God 
brings about the writing book which 
Himself the author. 

supernatural power God moves and 
impels the human author, St. Matthew for 
instance, that his mind conceives the contents 
the book which written, the 
Gospel this case, and his will determines 
write it. God furthermore His assist- 
ance takes care that St. Matthew remembers 
all the statements that are into the 
Gospel; that none them are omitted; that, 
the other hand, nothing embodied the 
text which God does not want it; 
and that nothing ineptly incorrectly 
expressed. So, when the book finished, 
reality God’s book. God calls His Own, 
with even higher right than that with which 
ordinary author calls his production his 
own. 

easily see the similarity between the 
method followed the human chief con- 
cerning his personal secretary and that 
God concerning the human author His 
book. St. Matthew reality God’s per- 
sonal secretary. But there one great differ- 
ence. When St. Matthew, God’s personal 
secretary, had finished the book, there was 


need for God subject any special 
examination. God had directed, guided, and 
guarded him such way that not only was 
there absolutely error it, but also 
merited the title book God. And let 
state expressly that when the inspired 
book came from the hands the inspired 
human author, was free not only from errors 
faith and morals but from errors other 
well, though when relating natural 
scientific events the inspired human author 
used the terminology his time, not the 
expressions the twentieth century. 

The positive influence almighty God was 
extended, generally speaking, only the con- 
tents the book that was being written. With 
regard the language, God, least 
negative assistance, took care that such words, 
phrases, etc., were employed correctly ex- 
pressed what God wished conveyed 
the reader. Yet the human writer wrote, 
human writers always do, his own personal 
style, following even his personal peculiarities. 
This the reason why there are many 
styles the Sacred Books there were 
human writers. Since the Hebrews nation 
were fond poetical diction, very con- 
siderable part Holy Writ the form 
poetry, though not know whether 
God did not, some sections least, prompt 
the writers choose that form language. 

All the books Holy Scripture have God 
for their author. The first five these books, 
called the Pentateuch the “Books Moses,” 
were written about 1500 B.c., the latest one, 
which was, some hold, the Gospel St. 
John, or, others say the Apocalypse, was 
written St. John the Apostle about hun- 
dred years after the birth Christ. With this 
sublime work the written public revelation 
God mankind concluded. Whatever 
revealed knowledge possess outside the 
contents the Holy Books God has entrusted 
His Church “oral tradition” promising 
her infallibility its propagation through the 
assistance the Holy Ghost. 

For book inspired one more 
necessary than freedom from error. The 
precious little work known The Imitation 
Christ (Following Christ) most cer- 
tainly free from all religious error. But its 
author, whoever was, did not write the 
name God. the book does not have God 
for its author. remains merely human 
production, but indeed man who pos- 
sessed extraordinary wealth theoretical 
and practical knowledge. There are the 
volumes which contain the declarations and 
decrees the Councils, entirely free from 
theological mistakes. They are, however, pub- 
lished the Councils the Church, and 
God not their author. 

Inspiration the Sacred Books does not 
necessarily mean revelation the human 
authors things unknown them. Much, 


perhaps the greater part what they record, 
was known them previously, though they 
required divine inspiration write it. Moses 
narrates events which took place under his 
leadership. Other facts the writers could 
find out investigation; that is, asking 
reliable witnesses, consulting books 
other historical sources, which perhaps are 
now longer extant. the beginning his 
Gospel, St. Luke tells expressly that 
made diligent use such means historical 
investigation. rightly presumed that the 
Mother God herself gave him her services 
historical witness imparting him 
knowledge which she alone possessed the 
sublime facts the Incarnation. If, 
the sacred author was embody something 
his narrative which could not find out 
human means, God made known him 
supernaturally. One should think that several 
items the brief report our Lord’s agony 
the Garden Olives became known this 
way. 

might ask whether the sacred writer 
during his work was aware the fact that 
was writing book almighty God. God 
certainly was able carry out the whole 
process inspiration without the writer’s 
activity the fact which impervious 
natural means human cognition. But since 
God used the sacred writer not dead 
instrument but human one, may 
naturally conclude that God made him con- 
scious the fact divine inspiration. 

When inspired book was finished, God’s 
providence had take care that its sacred 
character became known, and 
knowledge, slowly rapidly, spread the 
Church. Some books, for instance the Gos- 
pels, were once generally accepted in- 
spired. Gradually list such books re- 
sulted, which was called the Sacred Canon, 
and those books which were accepted be- 
longing were (and are) named “Canonical 
Books.” few the truly canonical books, 
very few indeed, did not receive universal 
acceptance the first decades, and even for 
longer period, and, were, they had 
fight for their recognition. But 400 
the last vestiges opposition had subsided. 
From that time on, for eleven hundred years, 
the books which have our Catholic 
editions the Bible, were looked upon 
inspired, books the author which was 
God Himself. was after 1500 that 
various Protestant sects, represented their 
heretical founders, again took exception 
the presence the Canon certain books. 
secure the Canon the Bible against 
other such attacks the Council Trent, 
the year 1546, solemnly declared that the 
books then the Catholic Canon were in- 
spired, and that unlawful deny them 
this sacred character. 
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Therefore before the expiration apostolic 
times God had revealed the Church the 
fact the divine inspiration all the books 
natural knowledge permanent for all times, 
another activity Divine Providence was 
and necessary. was not enough put 
solemn statement that effect the book, 
because anybody could put that any book. 
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work copper other metal, because all 
such inscriptions could destroyed 
weather men. God chose oral tradition. 
God took and takes care that the supernatural 
character these writings always remains 
the consciousness the Church. 

The doctrine divine inspiration all the 
sacred books one the most important 
articles oral tradition. fact, funda- 
mental, because the full extension the 


value Sacred Scripture stands falls with 
it. rejecting tradition the Reformers 
the sixteenth century really cut off the branch 
which they sat. They themselves did not 
draw all the consequences their new prin- 
ciples, but many their successors did. The 
only logical position with regard the in- 
spiration and canonicity all the books 
Holy Scripture, the stand taken the 
Catholic Church. 


Education which concerned with man 
whole, individually and socially, the order 
nature and the order grace, neces- 
sarily belongs all these three societies [the 
Church, the family, and the state], due 
proportion, corresponding, according the 
disposition Divine Providence, the co- 
ordination their respective ends.”

Since the education the child primary 
purpose the family and the divine mission 
the Church, ought follow “as the night 
the day” that these two agencies should work 
closely together wherever the needs chil- 
dren are concerned. Close and sympathetic 
cooperation between the home and the school 
inestimable value. The home and the 
school (arm the Church) are allied the 
interest the child. The child, after all, 
the only justification for the existence 
either the home the school. 


Parents Can Help 


Rare indeed the father mother who 
will not respond when the welfare their 
offspring the balance. Teachers need 
not worry about securing the cooperation 
the family. Parents are glad assist the 
teacher every possible way. But need- 
less say that dealing with the parents 
the teacher needs, first all, prove that 
she human being not all blessed 
with infallibility. Here professional knowledge 
and skill must yield kindness and simplicity. 

has been the writer’s experience that the 
family great help solving some school 
worries that could not possibly have been 
helped without calling in. True, the situa- 
tions could have been ignored patched 
up, but they never would have been really 
solved without parental cooperation. Here are 
two examples just way illustration. 


The Case Jerry 


Jerry was junior high school and 
unusually bright boy. had always got along 
well with his teachers and classmates. his 
sophomore year had been considered the 
“spark plug” the basketball team. When 
the coach called practice for the new season, 
Jerry did not show with the other boys. 
the practice periods went on, the lad con- 
tinued absent himself. The other boys 
began question him about his apparent 
lack interest only receive evasive 
even insolent answers. Naturally was soon 
avoided the boys and girls with whom 
ordinarily associated happily. The coach 
came the writer one day and asked him 
intervene. 

rather offhand way, conference was 
arranged. was explained Jerry that the 
coach had right know one way the 
other whether not was going 
the team this year. was small school and 
all available timber was needed. was also 
made clear Jerry that had perfect 
right not participate athletics and that 
his reasons could remain his own private prop- 
erty. was told, however, that there was 
feeling among some his fellow students 
that was “letting them down.” The youth 


admitted the fairness all this with shy 
grin and said that fully intended 
out for basketball this year but that 
thought too early start practice; that 
just didn’t feel like yet. Had last year’s 
success gone the boy’s head? Here was 
new angle worry the adviser. After securing 
promise either report regularly for prac- 
tice or, that were impossible, excuse 
himself the coach the same would 
any other teacher, the case was tem- 
porarily dismissed. 

Now the fact Jerry’s playing basketball 
not playing basketball was neither impor- 
tant nor the responsibility the writer. But 


this young man’s being isolated 
group and perhaps getting reputation 
“swell head” was important. The situation 
did not improve. Jerry reported for practice 
couple times but asked excused for 
one reason another. The patience the 
coach was almost exhausted. There was 
one who seemed able remedy this un- 
fortunate circumstance. After good deal 
cogitation, the writer telephoned Jerry’s 
father. 

The thought had occurred that perhaps 
Jerry was being punished home not 
being allowed out for basketball and 
was reluctant say so. After explaining the 
case Mr. Denton, was unable 
elucidate the behavior his son were the 
rest us. However, said that would 
talk over with him, although continued, 
“Jerry never tells anything.” sad com- 
ment and one too often repeated.) 

After two days Mr. Denton telephoned 
message that the whole thing had been un- 
raveled. seems that Jerry’s old gym shoes 
were worn beyond any possible further use. 
Mr. Denton had had take “cut” salary 
and Jerry had absolutely refused tax the 
family financial burden further asking for 
new gym shoes. had hoped acquire 
sufficient funds his own doing odd jobs 
enable him buy the shoes and still 
report for practice before the season was 
very far advanced. agreement had been 
reached which Mr. Denton was advance 
the money for the immediate purchase new 
gym shoes and was repaid Jerry 
the boy was able so.

That the Bible used 
the Catholic high school and that up-to- 
date teaching methods are employed may 
demonstrated using St. Matthew the 
first Christian newspaperman. who 
gives the world definite, balanced, organ- 
ized Gospel; who rearranges, omits, 
inserts, expands, combines, word, edits 
the story Christianity what think 
the richest book the New Testament. 

The method proposed this: Begin with 
“What news?” the news story presents 
the new, the strange, the picturesque, the 
unexpected, one finds immediately fund 
material. Was not news for the Kings 
the East come seeking Jew? Was not 
strange see the spirit God descending 
dove, and the storm sea stilled 
word, and five thousand fed desert 
place? Was not picturesque see ten 
virgins their way marriage feast. 
able with the day laborers into 
the vineyard? Was not unexpected have 
Herod slay the Babes and about Bethle- 
hem, have the mild Christ cast out the 
buyers and sellers from the temple, and 
have one occasion four thousand men dine 
seven loaves desert place? 

Then, too, the “lead” the Gospel stories 
follows Kipling’s rule:

Their names are Who and When and What 

And Why and Where and How.

Paul Revere’s stick 
horse may look stupid but Paul manages 
wake the neighborhood with “The British 
are coming. Arise!” After the Battle Léx- 
ington, 1775, the wounded are seen various 


positions under trees and elsewhere. Blood 
issuing forth from their wounds; even 
nurse and M.D. appear the scene. The 
First Continental Congress results very 
simple letter the King: “Dear King, 
want fair deal. want representative 
parliament. Yours truly, the Colonists.” 
However, the King (sitting his high throne) 
answers with, “Throw away, Butch; they’re 
just nest rebels.” the Second Con- 
tinental Congress, George Washington 
elected commander chief the Army, but 
George being humble only says, “It’s big 
job, boys, but take it.”

Some class, wishing 
follow less extensive plan work, might 
use any these subtopics.

our school, had the advantage 
rounding out our study through the use 
audio-visual program. However, make 
this article practical for all schools, the 
writer will try bring out just how these 
topics could profitably worked out without 
sound-projection equipment. 

prefaced our project with study 
the fruit industry. Through the use maps, 
geography texts, reference sets, vertical-file 
material, government yearbooks, pamphlets, 
and current magazines, the children learned 
where our fruit grown, how handled, 
transported, and cared for, until finally 
reaches the consumer. The children collected 
colored pictures the various fruits. Each 
member the class selected certain fruit 
and made himself responsible for reporting 
the class all the data could gather about 
that specific fruit. This information was pre- 
sented through means posters, oral reports, 
written reports, booklets, and class discus- 
sions. had already decided have 
exhibit our project work; so, this point, 
prepared our fruit section the exhibit. 
The bibliography the end this article 
will acquaint the reader with the sources 
from which secured available material. 
used the sound films, “Story Bananas” 
complete and most interesting account 
the whole banana industry), “Citrus 
Parade,” and “The Golden Harvest.” 

When this section was completed, pro- 
ceeded the next step our outlined plans. 

Very often, children have very wrong 
impression about the dignity farm life, and 
are inclined belittle the farmer’s work. 
This misconception can offset building 
the child, proper attitudes toward the 
farmer. our starting point the farm 
work, discussed just what the farmer 
means the world, and used the film, 
“Salt the Earth.” This motion picture, 
comparing the value farm crops 
other commodities, shows how the farmer 
the salt the earth.

our exhibit room, set model 
farm, shown the accompanying pictures. 
securing data just how farm should 
planned, and how the land should cared 
for, had, addition the available 
reference material, recourse the 
Agricultural College Ames, The United 
States Department Agriculture, The State 
Department Agriculture, and 
Farm Bureau Office. secured books 
and many pamphlets containing valuable in- 
formation. set aside some tables our 
exhibit room, where this material was placed 
for easy access. The film, “Wise Use Land 
Pays,” gave very clear explanation 
the best methods the use land. in- 
cluded soil conservation, contouring, and wise 
cropping. 

English and spelling periods were made 
practical through the need created for out- 
lines, summaries, reports, and letter writing. 
Art periods were, for the time, given the 
construction all necessary farm buildings 
and equipment. secured plenty fine 
grass for pastures and lawns powdering 
green chalk, and mixing with water and 
sawdust. Everyone was the lookout for 
material any type that would aid making 
success our plans. 

After studying the film, “Testing Seeds 
Soil,” actually tested the seed corn which 
was planted the fields. Through the use 
the blotter, rag doll, and soil tests, con- 
vinced ourselves that agreed with the 
Agricultural Department, that testing seeds 
soil was really the best and most practical 
method use. Where facilities for using films 
are not available, the study seed testing, 
etc., can made practical through the use 
pamphlets and the agricultural materials 
which are easily secured. 

found necessary devote some time 
the study plant enemies. The excellent 
film, put out the Department Agricul- 
ture under the title, “Grasshoppers,” gave 
fine understanding just what certain 
varieties these pests can crops, and 
also showed how the damage could 
prevented. The 
and many other pamphlets weeds and in- 
sects were great aid us. 

Studying the development farm ma- 
chinery was fascinating. surprised our- 
selves the number farm improvements 
that succeeded listing. While found 
the study the various farm crops very

interesting, think found the study 
the film “Soy Beans,” exceptionally 
so. None had realized the value this 
crop. Although knew its value the 
soil, did not know all the things that could 
produced from soy beans. 

our study dairy cattle, came 
very definite agreement that the farmer has 
most important duty those depending 
his dairy products, way seeing that the 
milk and milk products which sells are 
wholesome and sanitary. 

Probably, one the most effective means 
stimulating and sustaining the interest 
our boys and girls today rural life, 
get them actively participating our 
prominent farm organizations—4-H Clubs, 
and Farm Bureaus. did not overlook this 
phase our project. secured data along 
this line from our local Farm Bureau Office. 
also saw the wholesome spirit co- 
operation, and the patriotic aspect the 
4-H Boys and Girls our country the 
film, Pledge Heart.” 
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When our project work was completed, 
each member the class, order sum- 
marize what had been learned, wrote report 
his gleanings. Some these write-ups were 
essays the farm industry. Some papers 
were written the form letters children 
other countries, telling them how farm 
America. was gratifying find out how 
much our boys and girls had learned this 
project.

inaugurated among the second-grade pupils 
Sacred Heart School. Features the proj- 
ect were: stories, posters, compositions, 
poems, songs, and activities. 


Contents the Project 


The children made study Our 
how originated, the meaning its colors 
and symbols and who made it. They then 
wrote little compositions. The best were hung 
for display. 

The boyhood and later the manhood 
our two great presidents, Washington and 
Lincoln, were studied. Emphasis was given 
the character qualities these noble boys 
who became great men. The stories George’s 
hatchet and Abe’s borrowed book were told, 
retold, and then written simple, childlike 
expressions second graders. 

Quotations from Lincoln were memorized, 
then copied and hung around his portrait. 
Interesting incidents from the life Lincoln 
were written and displayed. 

Stories Washington’s love liberty and 
endurance hardships Valley Forge 
well his faith prayer God for his 
soldiers’ relief were told and then written 
simple compositions. These were hung around 
the portrait our First President. 

pep talk “Good Citizenship” was given 
the teacher the children. the close 
the talk ways and means good citizen- 
ship were suggested and discussed the 
children.

Vitalizing and Socializing Arithmetic 


make mathematicians children, should 
not the dominating objective the teach- 
ing arithmetic. Until recent years, too 
much emphasis was placed computation 
and too little stress was given the vital 
number experiences which the child met 
his social life. Often the only number work 
which the child was conscious, was that 
contained within the two covers his book. 
The facts and skills learned found their 
only practical value aiding him solve the 
problems his text. Arithmetic taught 
this way became formal school subject, and 
lost its vital and social application for the 
child. 

The very abstractness numbers tends 
make arithmetic difficult and uninteresting 
for children. Appreciating this fact, our 
duty teachers provide the child with 
appropriate number situations and aid him 
see and use numbers these situations. 
When the child sees that can use what 
learns, will want learn and will learn 
easily. 

However, should not the other 
extreme and believe that the child will get all 
that needs through these accidental ex- 


periences. insist that the mathematics 
arithmetic may not neglected. The two 
elements should treated together. 

For the purpose making number work 
vital, projects have practical value they 
are brought within the child’s imaginative 
experience, that the situations seem real 
him. Before going into these projects, the 
teacher should weigh them well, see 
whether the amount arithmetic involved 
balances with the time spent constructing 
the project. Through these projects, the child 
should feel that really working with 
numbers big way and growing his 
knowledge arithmetic. 

One our projects last year consisted 
grocery store. Early the spring, our class 
made trip near-by grocery store 
purchase some seeds for their school garden. 
This visit aroused desire the part the 
children construct grocery store their 
own. The idea met with enthusiasm, and 
set work immediately. committee was 
selected determine exactly what would 
need. 

Orange crates formed the basic part our 
counter. Each child began save all the

etc. These were filled with crushed paper and 
pasted the top. Mothers were asked 
open all cans the bottom, and 
see that rough edges- were detectable.

The making 
shelves was the work ‘of interested father. 
Paper sacks, account books, cash register, 
toy money, weighing scale, and toy tele- 
phone completed our equipment. 

When the store was ready for operation, 
four clerks and one delivery boy were chosen 
for each day. During the assigned period, 
groups children were sent the store. 
There was busy hum that corner the 
room. dialog such the following was often 
heard: 

“Good morning, Mrs. White, what will you 
have this morning?”

The surprise air attacks upon our posses- 
sions which inaugurated our present state 
war have had the very useful result warn- 
ing our people against being caught unpre- 
pared for any emergency matter how 
remote the danger may seem present 
particular community. 

Since the foundation our government, 
has been axiom, recognized and practiced, 
that education all the children all the 
people the natural foundation our 
democracy. time crisis such the 
present the nation expects its schools not 
only carry our tradition general edu- 
cation, but also assume natural leader- 
ship matters upholding morale, in- 
struction safety and first aid, and 
strengthening our determination never 
make conquest vengeance the object 
war, since fight only preserve our rights 
and the rights others which have been 
violated. 

Our schools must continue function and 
must function even more actively time 
war. Hence the school must made least 
safe place for children the home. 
School executives will cooperate loyally with 
all the defense organizations their com- 
munities. 

December 15, the United States Office 
Civilian Defense issued the following 
emergency instructions for schools 
effect until further notice: 


What About Air Raids 


When Warning Sounds. When the 
“howling” siren, short blasts, other local 
general warning sounds, sound the school fire 
alarm special way (short rings, etc.). 
Have each class leave its room order 
fire drill. Conduct classes the Air Raid 
Refuge. 

not permit any pupils leave the build- 
ing. 

not allow any pupils return class- 
rooms until “All Clear” signal given. 

not send the pupils home. 

These protective measures will require 
organization, planning, training, and drill. 
They should started once. 

Air Raid Drill. Use your fire drill organ- 
ization get pupils the Air Raid Refuge. 
Have them file from the classroom the same 
way, the same order, under the same lead- 
ers. But take them the Air Raid Refuge. 

The Air Raid Refuge. The chance 
direct hit any individual building very 
small. You must guard against the blast 
near-by high-explosive bombs, 
diaries and falling fragments antiaircraft 
shells. 

You must get away from windows, and 
from open doors. The large inside halls 


most schools are suitable for Air Raid 
Refuge. not use the halls the top floor 
the building. The cellar suitable Air 
Raid Refuge provided there are plenty 
exits and provided any windows the out- 
side can protected layer sandbags. 

Select the most protected places the 
building—be sure they provide enough 
capacity hold everyone without crowding. 
sure there more than one exit. 

important, too, that the Air Raid 
Refuge should have easy access drinking 
water and toilet facilities. 

What About Incendiaries. sure 
the fire extinguishers are proper working 
order. sure you have enough 
teachers older who know how 
use them. Appoint these people fire guards. 
Have them take assigned posts when the Air 
Raid Drill sounds. Appoint Chief Fire 
Guard. 

incendiaries hit the building, the fire 
guards should try handle them, and put 
them out with water spray. the fire gets 
beyond control, the Chief Fire Guard should 
sound the regular fire alarm. All pupils should 
then conducted from the building 
regular fire drill. Class leaders should conduct 
them orderly fashion shelter near- 
homes. Leaders must keep the pupils 
control. 

What Organize. these things right 
away they are essential now: 

Select the Air Raid Refuge more than 
one necessary. sure there more than 
one exit. 

Determine how the school alarm will 
sounded for air raid. 

Assign refuge space refuge room 
for each class classroom. Assign class 
leaders conduct the drill—the same 
for fire. 

Publish full instructions; have them 
read over and over again pupils. Have 
them posted bulletin boards. sure every 
teacher and pupil understands them now. 

These things should done once. 
are suddenly, unexpectedly, war. When 
you have completed all these things, 
time organize your long-range planning. 

Here Are Some the Steps Take. 
The Department Education other school 
authority, under the direction the local 
Defense Co-ordinator, should plan and adopt 
war program for the duration.

De- 
pending upon location, suitable buildings 
the neighborhood may use 
Air Raid Refuge. 

desirable explore this possibility 
order effect dispersion where can 
done without undue exposure the children. 

What About Training. Start your 
training now. Don’t wait for the final plan. 
Drill your pupils behave Air Raid 
Alarm just they Fire Alarm. Hold 
drill every few days until they are thoroughly 
accustomed it. 

Keep the morale the pupils, that 
raid occurs you will have experience 
keeping them occupied. Organize first aid 
training for selected groups. Organize fire 
defense training for the fire guards.
